A criminal charge filed against 
an Edmonton lawyer was dropped 
Tuesday. Crown prosecutor Jason 
Track withdrew a charge of mis- 
chief under $5,000 against Ralph 
Frank Watzke in Provincial 
Court. The charge was brought 
against Watzke more than a year 
ago. But with a trial scheduled for 
Tuesday morning and all of the 
witnesses in attendance — with 
the exception of Patrick Ryley, 
the alleged victim — Track told 
court he'd simply drop the charge.

or a few days last week human 
F rights were all the rage. Hymns 

to the glory of the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights rang 
from downtown conference 
rooms. The media craved and cele- 
brated Bishop Tutu’s warmth and 
serenity. 

Yet below the surface, all was 
not rosy. Contradictions abound- 
ed. Most of the events took place 
at the Sheraton Hotel, local branch 
of the ITT Sheraton chain. Remem- 
ber ITT? They played a key role 
along with the CIA in overthrow- 
ing the democratically-elected gov- 
ernment of Salvadore Allende in 
Chile. ITT preferred Pinochet, and 
they got him. 

Delegates to the conference 
were given cotton handbags made 
in China, a nation notorious for its 
human-rights abuses. 

In the corridors, a few leaflets 
about human and environmental 
rights were being handed out — 
until the organizers got tough. 
They warned: keep at it and you'll 
be kicked out. Alan Blanes, one of 
the pamphleteers, got to within a 
hair of getting the boot. 

The organizers were also 
annoyed with Dr. Kevin Sisk, outer 
head of the Edmonton Grove of 
the Church of the Reformed 
Druids. He valiantly tried to ensure 
his church members be accorded 
the right to use cannabis“as a 
sacred herb but didn’t get far. 

Human rights activist Wei Jing- 
sheng from China put it best in the 
title of his book: The Cowrage To 
Stand Alone. Human rights don’t 
come easy: you have to stand up 
for them and you have to struggle. 
Without struggle arbitrary power 
prevails. 

Ken Nelson had his rights stolen 
by the Alberta Government when 
he and many others were forcibly 
sterilized.Ralph Klein had the 
opportunity to address the issue at 
the conference, yet Ken was 
barred entry because he didn’t 
have a ticket. That’s the way it 
was: for $300 you were welcome 
tc attend. Midge Cuthill of Poverty 
In Action bemoaned the fact that 
the poor couldn't attend the con- 
ference. Eventually Ken and his 
wife were let in after they created 
ascene. : 

A dozen farmers and environ-: 
mental activists protested the poi- 
soning of Alberta by gas flaring.

This week Edmonton Working 
Women, a collective offering infor- 
mation on labor standards 
and workplace issues, 
shut down its office.

file National Action Committee on 


the Status of Women will close 
nless federal funds come through. 

Both groups have been hit hard 
by new Secretary of State (Status 
of Women) funding formulas. 
Under the new scheme, core fund- 
ing to cover operating costs has 
been eliminated and a project-by- 
project formula implemented. 

For Edmonton Working Women, 
that means there is money to runa 
$20,000 study on working condi- 
tions for women. But there is no 
funding for on-going services and 
expenses, such as a hotline

women can call for advice on 
employment issues.or a regular 
phone line and office. 

“When they 
changed from 
ongoing funding to 

project funding and 

you had to keep re-apply- 
ing for funds, you really couldn't 
get money to keep an office,” said 
Karen Farkas, a member of the 
collective. “So we decided we 
need to close our office.” 

The hotline will remain opera- 
tional until March when the phone 
company stops redirecting calls. 

The predicament appears to be 
common. The National Action 
Committee on the Status of 
Women will close its doors this 
week. NAC president Joan Grant- 
Cummings says funding changes 
will result in the layoff of 3.5 staff 


members when NAC clears out its 
Toronto office. For the past 15 
years, NAC has received core 
funding ffom the federal govern- 
ment to help cover day-to-day 
operational costs. In recent years, 
that has amounted to approxi- 
mately $234,000 annually, repre- 
senting a large percentage of annu- 
al budgets of up to $800,000. The 
remainder comes from donations. 

“Right now we still haven’t 
heard about our grants and we are 
making plans on how we can close 
the office,”she said Monday. 

To protest the funding changes, 
NAC applied for its operating grant 
as usual. It was denied. NAC then 
submitted a request for funds: to 
study the impact changes to the 
funding formula would have on 
women’s groups across Canada. 
That request was also denied. But 


Montreal massacre commemorated

ine years ago Dec. 6, 14 
fMfsvomen were massacred at 

L’Ecole Polytechnique in 
Montreal. This week, two events 
will be held to remember the vic- 
tims gunned down by Marc Lepine, 
and to raise awareness of violence 
against women. 

The massacre’s impact was felt 
deeply at campuses across the 
country, says Connie Westgate, an 
organizer of ceremonies at the 
University of Alberta. The U of A 
events will be held at the Central 
Academic Building (CAB) at noon 
Dec. 4. It will feature poetry in 
French and English, choral sing- 
ers, a booth for the White Ribbon 
Campaign for men against vio- 
lence towards women and a media 
resource table, says Westgate. 

The ceremony will also include 
an open mike, allowing people to 
share their feelings about violence. 









Hours 
Monday to Friday noon — 9pm 


“We did it last year and it 
worked really well,” Westgate said. 
“People got to get their feelings 
out. Men came up, women came 
up, students came up, professors 
came up; it really got the message 
out quite strongly.” 

The event is open to university 
students, staff and the public. 

Another event will be held at the 
Citadel Theatre Dec. 6 at noon in 
the Tucker Amphitheatre. It fea- 
tures speakers Brenda McDonald, 
whose sister died brutally, and 
Kate Quinn, an Edmonton woman 
who works with prostitutes. 

Quinn will discuss the violence 
streetwalkers face every day. She 
may bring along reports of so- 
called “bad dates” inner-city agen- 
cies use to pass along information 
about men who assault prostitutes. 

Many of these acts go unreport- 
ed and, even when they are, the 
victims are often blamed.

“We have made some progress 
in Edmonton, though, with prosti-

It’s important to observe the 
anniversary, according to Quinn 
and Westgate. 

“When you remember, in this 
symbolic way, you are also moti- 
vated to take positive action about 
the violence that is still happen- 
ing,” Quinn said. “And I think that, 
by actively remembering, we 
honor those who died.” 

Westgate says the ceremonies 
create awareness of violence 
against women and may play a 
preventive role. 

“It could have happened at the U 
of A — any campus is vulnerable 
to this type of event and that is 
what Montreal demonstrated, 
unfortunately, too well.”

three original songs on the nine-song disc, taken from one of the 
band’s earliest performances in a now-defunct nightclub in Regina's 
Hotel Saskatchewan. The recording also includes long-time live 
favorites like Rainy Night in Georgia and Domino, but Semple 
admits those three original tunes represent his Songwriting infancy. 

“I marvel at Beatles music because they had.so many tunes over 
consecutive years that were really timeless tunes. And also George 
Gershwin and Elton John and Joni Mitchell. Songwriters who are pro- 
lific and can write really great stuff, that’s a real gift.”

Music of Utopia follows Robert Michaels’ musical muse

hile recording his very first 
Wf aven. Toronto-based Latin- 

flavored guitarist Robert 
Michaels was too easy on his 
friends, letting them offer excuses 
why they couldn’t take time to 
contribute their talent. Three years 
and one major record deal later, 
those friends may be regretting it, 
though Michaels isn’t saying so. 

“I always got the excuse that 
‘Tm too busy, I can’t make it next 
week,’ or they’d set up a time and 
they’d switch it on me. And that 
was really frustrating,” Michaels 
recently recalled of his musical 
endeavors. 

“So I kind of took matters into 
my own hands and I just sat down 
and started to work on each part 
separately, on my own, playing the 
bass parts and the percussion 
parts.” 

That debut record, entitled 
Paradiso, was followed closely by 
another one, called Arizona. Now 
there’s Utopia, a brand-new record 
being released and distributed by 
Warner Music Canada. The rapid- 
fire trio of releases came after 
years during which Michaels 
moved from the jazz program at 
Toronto's |

ing his studio since he was in high 
school, when he got his first four- 
track. It was then that he began 
writing, using the ability to put 
sounds on tape as a catalyst for his 
creation of those sounds.

And that’s fine with Michaels. 
When he and the other four mem- 
bers of his band hit the stage at 
University of Alberta’s Myer 
Horowitz Theatre, Thursday, Dec. 
10, he expects some dancing in the 
aisles. 

“I know there are other players 
out there who just kind of keep it 
nice and mellow. We tend to fire it 
up.” 
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“Everything just has a lot of 
integrity,” Pariseau suggested. 
“The melodies are strong, the har- 
monies are strong, the music is 
intelligent but it’s not art rock or 
anything like that. We’re not trying 
to be Emerson Lake and Palmer or 
Yes or anything like that.

Play examines myths of global economy

ansel Robinson’s new play 
[pecrensizin Democracy, run- 

ning at Northern Light 
Theatre’s Third Space, is a bit of 
an experiment. 

“This play isn’t like the other 
pieces I’ve written where I've been 
buried so deep I can’t be found,” 
the affable, 43-year-old Robinson 
said during a recent interview 
about his whirlwind, one-person 
play. “This is a research piece 
where I agree and don’t agree with 
the writers and ideas I explore. It’s 
like nothing I’ve ever written 
before.” 

The play was born when former 
Northern Light artistic director 
D.D. Kugler asked Robinson to 
explore the impacts of the Klein 
Revolution and other spending-cut 
initiatives across Canada and the 
western world. 

“Kugler saw the attacks Linda 
McQuaig endured after she 
released her book Shooting the 
Hippo (a book which called into 
question the reasons why govern- 
ments were embracing cutbacks 
and demonizing deficit budgeting) 
and realized that this wasn’t Ivory 
Tower stuff,” explains Robinson. 
“This was where we are living.” 


Robinson's goal: give his audi- 
ence a hectie tour through the cur- 
rent political landscape, decon- 
structing the emerging dominant 
economic mythologies and their 
impact on conumon citizens. 

Not only did the press release 
announcing Robinson’s play come 
with a page-long, single-spaced 
bibliography, the set design for 
this radical piece of drama will 
actually incorporate dozens of tex- 
tual quotes and aphorisms painted 
on to the newspapered walls of the 
Third Space (creating a wonderful- 
ly claustrophobic effect that blurs 


the line between audience and per- 
former and draws the viewer into 
the work, theatrical and textual). 
Both in structure and content, 
Downsizing Democracy is a 
departure for this storyteller, 
who’s better known for his family- 
centred, blue-collar, “kitchen 
table” pieces like The Heart As It 
Lived (produced last year by 
Theatre Network), Collateral 
Damage and Colonial Tongues. In 
these plays, as in his stellar collec- 
tion of poetry Spitting Slag, in 
which he explores the trials and 
tribulations of railway workers, 


Robinson followed in the footsteps 
of the radical poet Tom Wayman 
in his desire to articulate the often- 
ignored personal and political nar- 
ratives associated with daily work, 
penning penetrating commentaries 
about class and the life of 
Canada’s blue-collar workers. 

In Downsizing Robinson is tak- 
ing a different tack and is perhaps 
following in the footsteps of novel- 
ist Brian Fawcett in his explo- 
ration of the underlying mythology 
and processes of power and finan- 
cial control that drives our newly 
minted Global Economy.

I 
mean, who wouldn't want to have 
a copy of this nearly 200-page, lav- 
ishly illustrated history of a global 
icon for themselves? 

Although Superman has been 
just that — an icon — almost since 
the day of his debut, he hasn't 
been an unchanging, immutable 
one. That's where the “complete” 
part of this history's title comes in. 
It's all covered in these pages, 
from co-creator Jerry Seigel's sem- 
inal early story Reign of the 
Superman — featuring a mentally- 
enhanced “Superman” as a world- 
dominating despot — through over 
a half-century of strips, television 
shows, comic books and toys all 


the way up to the modern Death of 


. and “Red/Blue Superman” 
stuff. The story of the creation of 
Superman is told largely through 
the words of the creators them- 
selves, all those dozens of pencils 
and typewriters who have shaped 
the legend through the years. It's 
an engaging cover-to-cover read.

“Each (condom) should be tested by taking hold of 
both ends and stretching it two or three times its nor- 





mal length,” Alfred Henry Tyrer wrote in Sex, 
Marriage and Birth Control: A Guide-book to a 
Satisfactory Sex Life in Marriage, published by 
MacMillan in 1936. “Then blow it up several times 
larger than it will ever be stretched while in use,” he 
continues. “If water is then put into it and pressure is 
applied, any small leak will be easily detected.” 

Then “she” (since condoms were “the wife’s res- 
ponsibility” — sigh, the more things change . . .) was 
supposed to dry the thing inside and out by “patting it 
gently between the folds of a fine linen cloth or hand- 
kerchief.” Finally, she had to powder both sides with 
talcum powder or corn starch. And if, after all that, 
she still wanted to have sex and could wake him up, 
she rolled the condom up like a sock and pulled it on. 

Mind you, not everyone could afford condoms back 
then. And you could only reuse them so many times 
(yes, they did). But not to fret when, for a few pen- 
nies, you could pick up a rubber sponge, carve it into 
a hollow cup (“not difficult to do, provided one has a 
little patience and a sharp pair of scissors”), sew a 
thread into it, soak it in olive oil (believed to be a 
good contraceptive), sterilize it in boiling water and 
slide it on up. After sex, you just let it do its stuff 
overnight, washed it up the next day, tossed it in 
boracic acid, and you were ready for another round. 


If you were really, really tight for cash, you could 


just grab a rag and a bit of string, soak it in some vine- 


gar and water (or salad oil if you prefer) and toss ’er 
up there. Again, you had to be sure 
to leave it in overnight after sex. 
Can you say “toxic shock?” 

It may seem a little primitive but, 
hey, it’s a far cry from a few hun- 
dred years ago when women in 
China drank lead and mercury to 
avoid pregnancy. Ever since we humans figured out 
sex makes babies, we've tried things to stop the baby 
part of the equation. Beaver testicles, a bone from a 
totally black cat, a juice glass, a cat’s liver and a 
mule’s ear wax — all are among the more dubious 
types of birth control throughout history. 

In fact, birth control as we know it is a relatively 
new phenomenon. It wasn’t until the mid-1920s that 
we figured out the female cycle and pinpointed 
sperm-friendly days, says Peter Gossage, a historian 
at Université de Laval in Quebec City, who co-wrote 
with Concordia University professor and demograph- 
er Danielle Gauvreau a study entitled Contraception 
and Fertility in Quebec from 1920 to 1960. 

“Before that, they guessed,” says Gossage. “Some 
doctors even recommended the middle of a woman’s 
cycle as the safest time to avoid pregnancy.” 

Gossage has been working on the history of the 
family for years, and he wanted to find out how and 
why our birthrate has gone from seven to less than 
two children per family in less than a century. 

“People think the shift from large to small families 
happened overnight between 1959 and 1960 with the 
birth of the sexual revolution and the introduction of 
the pill. But you start noticing reduced fertility as 
early as 1850, even without the widespread use of 
birth control.”
